Any newspaper editor will tell you 
that copy labeled ‘■Information for 
^he Editor" often contains very little 
information.

The crux of the whole liquor ques¬ 
tion is “U’hy do people drink?” 

.A great deal of thought is being 
given to the various answers to this 
query at National W.C.T.U. head-' 
quarters, where the fight against al¬ 
cohol has never slackened. 

It is realized that a few persons 
drink because they think it is smart, 
because they do 
not wish to ^ 

be conspicuous 5 

among drinking 
friends, or be- 
cause they lack 
the strength of 
character to say 
“No.” In other ■“‘^— 

words social pressure makes up 
thoir minds for them. 

But many drinkers look upon al¬ 
cohol as a means of temporary es¬ 
cape from reality. They mistakenly 
think drinking makes them feel bet¬ 
ter, whereas it really only anesthe¬ 
tizes their mental perceptions and 
makes them less able to feel any¬ 
thing. 

As Dr. A. C. Ivy of the North¬ 
western University Medical School 
has pointed out, "Alcohol gives tem¬ 
porary relief from worry; abolishes 
mental tension; relieves a feeling of 
inferiority; makes a weak person 
feel strong, an ignorant person feel 
smart, a poor person feel rich, an 
oppressed person feel free, a bad 
person feel good, and makes one 
imagine himself a good driver who 
may be potentially a motor car mur¬ 
derer." 

All these sensations are directly 
traceable to the narcotic effect of 
alcohol, which deadens the power to 
feel pain or care or responsibility 
and deceives the drinker. 

“Alcohol depresses the critical 
and most sensitive faculties of the 
brain," says Dr. Ivy. “Alcohol dis¬ 
turbs motor control. Alcohol affects 
memory and learning.” 

There would be much less drink¬ 
ing, scientists and psychiatrists be- 
lieve, if drinkers 
^ sober mo- 
( ments would sub- 
/h themselves to 
HL^A^//sr *earching self- 
analysis as to the 
motives impell- 
i ing them to turn 

to alcohol. 

“Drowning sor¬ 
rows in alcohol”

no sorrows were ever permanently 
disposed of in a saloon. Back they 
come, usually in aggravated form, 
when sobriety returns, and often 
with a lot of new ones brought on 
by the “cure."

S.XLARIES ABOVE $5,000 

Commissioner of Finance J. Dan 
Talbott says that, unless the Court 
of Appeals declares otherwise, here¬ 
after he will not approve salary 
cheeks above $5,000 a year in Ken¬ 
tucky. The question is why it was 
ever done in Kentucky. The state ha^ 
a provision in its constitution that 
no officer except the Governor may 
be paid more than $5,000 a year, but 
the newspapers say that the president 
of state university, the head of the 
Murray normal school, and several 
others have been receiving more than 
that sum. They may, of course, be 
worth more, according to the present 
scale of prices, but there is a law 
which prohibits them from receiving 
in excess of $5,000, and The News 
thinks it should be obeyed to the 
letter. The constitution was adopted 
fifty years ago, but until we have a 
new one, or amend the old, it is up 
to us to live by it. 

Kentucky has a provision that its 
debt shall not exceed $500,000, but 
the spenders of one administration 
after' another found a way around it, 
and the actual debt was at one time 
near $30 million, and this in a state 
that limits it to a half million. Our 
salary limit seems to ha\e been cir- 
cumventeii the same way.—Eliza¬ 
bethtown News.
